DISCUSSION OF REVISION OF RULES OF PROCEDURE. IF THIS EXERCISE 
SHOULD UNEXPECTEDLY BECOME PROLONGED BEYOND FOUR FULL SESSIONS 
OF COMMITTEE, GC WILL JAM UP SINCE NO FACILITIES ARE AVAILABLE 

TO PERMIT A&L AND PT&B COMMITTEES AND PLENARY ALL TO MEET 
SIMULTANEOUSLY. HOWEVER, MISSION FEELING IS THAT A&L COMMITTEE 
WILL NOT RUN OVER PROJECTED SCHEDULE ABOVE, AND MAY VERY WELL 
RUN ONE OR TWO SESSIONS SHORTER. 

8. WITH REGARD GENERAL DEBATE, THIS SCHEDULE ALLOWS FOR JUST 
OVER 12 HOURS OF TIME, IN PAST YEARS, STATEMENTS HAVE AVERAGED 
ABOUT 15 MINUTES LONG, AND LAST YEAR 44 DELEGATIONS SPOKE FOR 
TOTAL OF JUST OVER ELEVEN AND A HALF HOURS. MISSION FEELS THAT 
PROJECTED SCHEDULE SHOULD BE ADEQUATE, BUT THAT THERE IS NO 
REAL CHANCE THAT GENERAL DEBATE COULD BE SHORTENED ENOUGH 
TO PERMIT GC TO ADJOURN ON FRIDAY EVENING, EVEN IF COMMITTEE 
MEETING SCHEDULE SHOULD PERMIT. LABOWITZ 
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
